LATEST FROM EUROPE. 

London, Nov. 22. 

Hit Britannic Majefly’t Speech to both 
Hoa/et of Parliament. 

About 'three o’clock his Majefty 
proceeded, in his ufual ftate, to the 
Houfe of Lords, to open tna fellion, 
and being feated on the-throne, a mef- 
fige was difpatched to the houfe of 
Commons, to Intimate his majefty’s 
prefence in the houfe of Peers, and 
to require their immediate attendance 
at the bar of that Houfe. The Com¬ 
mons being come. His Majefty made 
the following moil gracious fpeech. 

•* My Lordi and Gentlemen, 

“ Since I laft met you in Parliament 


with my brave and loyal people in one 
common caufe, it i9 my fixed determi¬ 
nation, if the occafton fhould arife, tb 
(hare their exertions and their dangers 
in the defence of our conflitution, our 
religion, our laws, and independence. 
To the activity and valor of my fleets 
rind armies, to the zeal and unconquer¬ 
able fpirit of my faithful fubjefts, I 
confider the honor of my crown and all 
thofe valuabe interefls which are in¬ 
volved in the iffue of this momentous 
conteft. 

" Aftnated by thefe fentiments, 
and humbly imploring the blcfftngs of 
Divine Providence, I look forward 
with a firm conviction,'that, if contra¬ 
ry to all juft expedlation, the enemy 
fhould elude the vigilance of my nu¬ 
merous fleets and cruifers, and attempt

The American Convention for pro¬ 
moting the Abolition of Slavery, and- 
improving the condition of the African 
race, aflcmbled for the purpofe of de¬ 
liberation upon fuch matters as relate' 
to the defign of their inftitution, be¬ 
lieve it tbetr duty to addrefs you at this 
time; not with a view tadefcaht upon 
the horrours of flavery, or, its incom¬ 
patibility with found policy, with juf- 
tice, with morality, and with the fpiric 
and doftrines of chriftfanity : for be¬ 
ll des that the circumfcribled nature of 
fuch an addrefs ncccflarily precludes 
lengthy animadverfion, thefe are to- 
picks, which have been fo repeatedly St 
ably di feu fled as to leave little room 
for addditional argument or new illuf- 
tration. The feelings and the judg¬ 
ment have been often addrefled with all 
the ftrength of rfcafon and the powers 
of eloquence, and although prejudice 
may blind the eyes ofifome and avarice 
clofe the aVenues of fenflbility in o. 
there, we derive confrlation from (he 
aflurance, that the wife and the good, 
the liberal and the confiderate 01 all 
ciaflesbf the community, lament the 
exigence of 4>very, qnd coufider as a 
dark Itain in the .annals of oar coun¬ 
try, We do not even hefitate to be- 
-HWv*r »l m m any^wbo hold Haves by 
demife, acknowledge the* injustice of 
the tenure ; bat perplexed in the con¬ 
templation of the embarraffment irr 
Vhich they jfind thfmfclves, they are 
ready to exclaim, ** What flutl be done 
-with them.” We would willingly in¬ 
clude thefe among the number of our 
friends, and ltdreat them to unite in 
the removal of an evil fo jultly and al- 
xnoft unlverfally deplored.

The groofa and violent outrages 
committed by a horde of kidnappers, 
call aloud for redrefs.

Like the vulture 
joartng in apparent indifference, while 
watching dor his prey, thefe fhamelefs 
men, difgufed in , the habiliments of 
gentlemen, haunt public places, and at 
night feize and carry off the victims 
of their avarice.; - The convention are 
informed of feme of their ipfiduOus 
manseuvres.

ly requed the zealous co-operaiion of 
every friend to juftice and every lover 
of his country, it is an honourable, 
a virtuous and a humane caufe in which 
we have fcmbarked. Much good has 
already been effected, but much re¬ 
mains te be done ; and, under the di¬ 
vine blefling, may we not confidently 
hope, that in the proportion to the 
flucerity of our motives, and t he tem- 
per a re, firm, and perfevering conftm- 
cy of our exertions, will be our freer/), 
and peaceful reward. Thofe who live 
contigious to the fea ports, in particu¬ 
lar, we with may be ftimulatrd to vi- 
giiance, that none of thofe (hametul 
ads of atrocity adverted, inay elude 
deferved punifhment ; and our fellow 
citizens of theeaflern dates are refpeft- 
fulty invited to pay attention to the 
tiandedine traffick in flaves carried on 
from forrie of their ports. Such dar¬ 
ing infractions of the laws of our 
country require prompt and decifive 
meafures. 

Many afperftons have been cad up¬ 
on the advocates of the freedom of the 
blacks, by malicious or inrereded inch; 
but confcious of the reditudeof our 
intentious, and the difinteredednefs 
of our endeavoura, we hope not to be 
intimidated by cenfure from perform, 
ing the part afligned us. We frankly 
own, that it is our wilh to promote a 

S ineral emancipation, and, in doing, 
is, it is our belief that we effentialiy 
promote the true iptereds of the Aide : 
Although many inconveniences may 
refult from a general liberation of the 
People of Colour; yet thofe which 
flow from their continuance in flave¬ 
ry mud be infinitely greater and are 
every day increalipg. it is, therefore, 
in our edimation, defirable that this 
objed fhould be brought about with 
as much fpeed as a prudent regard to 
exiding cfrcumdances, and the fafety 
ot the country will .admit: But in all 
our endeavours for its acCompiifhment,- 
we hope to move with care and cir- 
cumfpcdion. We pointedly difavotr 
the mod diftant intention to contra¬ 


vene any exiding law of the dates col¬ 
lectively or feparately—Wc will not 
knowingly infringe upon the nominal 
fights VI property, although thofe 
fights ittay only be traced to our fla- 
tute-bosks ; and while we defire to be 
fupporird in our endeavours to defend . 
the caufe of the opprefled, we hope ' 
that tfifcreiion and moderation wilt 
charaAerife ail our proceedings. We 
feel with others the common frailties ot 
humanity, and, therefore cannot expeA 
an exemption from errour. The bell 
intentions are fometiroes inadvertently 
ted affray ; a lively zeal in a good caufe 
may occafionally overleap the bound* 
otdiferetion ; although therefore in¬ 
dividuals may in fame inflatices have 
frffered their zeai to exceed know- 
ledge,.yet we repeat, that the line of 
Conduit which we approve, and which 
is conjbnant with thefpirit and defign 
ot out inflitutions, is in Arid confor¬ 
mity, with a due f'ubmiffion to cxiftihg 
laws, and to the legal claims of our 
fellow citizens. On this ground'’ we 
thiniuwe have ajuit claim tuthe coun 
tenaetc and fupport ot ail liberal 
mindi—of all woo delight in thereat 
profperity of thtir country, and in the 
.multiplication of humane happinefs. 

Wt conclude in the expretiion of a 
hope! that the Supreme Dilpoicr of 
:crei)1i, will profper our labours in this 
worl.W judice, sod haft.en the day, 
jwf »■ liberty (hall be proclaimed to the 
eaphv)/ahd~itrh> i*nd*r»f'heaftvd free¬ 
dom and independence, be relieved 
from the opprobrium which the (of¬

By the politenefs of Mr. K. Talbott 
and captain Rotfater of the Halcyon, 
Lloyd’s lid and prices current, as al- 
fo regular files o! London papers to the 
evening of the art December, inclufive, 
are received at the office of the Morn¬ 
ing Chronicle. The late hour at which 
they were received laft evening prevent 
our furnifhing very copious extratis. 

The invading enemy was Hill daily 
expelled, and every difpatch brought 
additional news refpelting the forward 
date of their preparations. The gun 
boat flotilla at Boulogne Is particularly 
mentioned as being frequently exer- 
cifed in the outer harbour. 

A podcript ro Lloyd’s Evening Pod 
of December 2d, flare?, that by ac¬ 
counts from Fludting. there were 40 
gun boats ready for fea, many more 
daily expefled from Holland: 5000 
troops completely ready, and full of 
eagernefs and ardor to embark. Bo- 
naparfe, it is added, had been in Hol¬ 
land, and was inceflfantly occupied in 
the infpe(lton of the armaments to be 
etmdoyed in the expedition. 

A private letter from the Hague, of 
the 16th November, fays—” General 
Vidor yeflerday Informed the Directo¬ 
ry, that within 24 hours he mud have 
300,000 florins, on account of the pay 
due to the French troops encamped 
between Urrcchr and Amersfort, and 
in North Holland; and that if the mo. 
ney was not paid before eleven o’clock 
this day, he would order the troops to 
march to Amderdam, ih*re to pay 
themfelves in the bank. Couriers were 
immediately difpatched to Amderdam 
and Rotterdam; and fmnl rich Jews, 


and other wealthy individu Is, were 
invited to wait upon our mimfler of 
finance, to confuit about ra<fing the 
money. Much anxiety and doubt pre¬ 
vailed. At length, at two o’clock this 
morning, 350.OCO florins were pro¬ 
cured, as report fays, at an interefl of 
nearly ac percent, which, with the 
i5<>»boo florins in (he national treafu- 
ry, made up the fum demanded by Bo¬ 
naparte’s armed Froconful. Four wag • 
gons loaded with this money, or| as 
Tome think, with only % part of it, 
went away this morning at ten o'clock, 
under the efcort of a party of French 
hufl'ars. Tt’ey to"k the road for U» 
trecht. The pay of our .army is three 
mouths in arrear.
